FLOOD TS 

Congressman Thomas H, Wer- 
del, Tenth district ‘of California, 
has appealed to Senator Kenneth 
McKellar and the Senate Appro- 
priations committee to allow the 
full amount: of funds recommend- 
ed by the bureau of the budget 
and requested by the Army en- 
gineers for continued construction 
of Pine Flat reservoir and Isabella 
reservoir. 

Although construction funds 
were not recommended by the 
California Water Resourceg board, 
Congressman Werdel also explain- 
ed to the Senate committee that 
the threat of floods is now so 
serious on the Tule and Kaweah 
rivers that construction funds 
should be immediately authorized 
to commence construction on 
those projects.

STATEMENT OF J. Post Wil- 
liams, county superintendent of 
schools, issued last Friday as a 
reply to the 1951 report of the 
Tulare county grand jury, appears 
to us to be a weaky attempt to 
gloss over an obviously bad situa- 
tion in the office of the county 
superintendent. The statement 
infers that ‘since the county su- 
perintendent handles only two per 
cent of the money spent for edu- 
cational purposes in Tulare coun- 
ty, things really can’t be so bad. 
But that two per cent is a rather 
substantial amount of money and 
this is what the grand jury report 
says, “Yet not withstanding the 
statement of the Superintendent 
that his appeal to the state de- 
partment of education had been 
based. upon the existence of im- 
poverished districts within Tulare 
county, we find that for the fis- 
cal year of 1950-51, of a total 
Service Fund budget of $372,069, 
only $7,500 was budgeted for 
emergency service to school dis- 
tricts and only $5,500 was bud- 
geted for service to physically 
handicapped children. Of these 
sums so budgeted, none was ex- 
pended on impoverished districts 
and only $5,150 was-expended on 
physically handicapped minors... 
The 1951-52 budget, the total sum 
of which had been increased to 
$424,487, possibly as a result of 
appeals of ‘the superintendent, 
still budgets only $7,500 for aid 
to. impoverished districts and only 
$10,000 for direct services to phy- 
sically handicapped minors.’’ In 
other words, money that should 
have been going to impoverished 
county schools was being spent 
instead for automobiles, fancy of- 
fice fixtures and other question- 
able items. Said the grand jury 
report, ““Your committee was fur-; 
ther deeply" concerned with the 
evidence of outright extravagance 
in certain expenditures made from 
the service fund budget . .. In, 
addition to the expenditure of! 
funds from improper budget clas-' 
sification, it also appears that. 
certain of the equipment so pur- 
chased was not even chargeable 
to the service fund, being a proper 
charge against the general funds 
of the county as equipment for 
use in the business administration 
of the county schools.” .. . Of 
course all of us find ways of justi- 
fying and rationalizing our 
actions, even as does the county 
superintendent of schools. But 
regardless of what Mr. Williams 
Says, and regardless of who, in 
Private conversations, he blames 
for his present predicament, the |
